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Farm Managers’ Course 


An Experiment Run In Summarized Education 
Gets Away to a Good Start, About 130 Attend 


At Lexington this week, farm owners. 
farm managers, and prospective owners 
and managers assembled at the University 
of Kentucky for the first annual Stud 
Managers Course, under the joint spon- 
sorship of the Grayson Foundation and 
the University’s College of Agriculture. 

It was an exploratory course, offering a 
variety of speakers on a wide range of 
subjects. From the experiences of this 
week, and the comments of the 130 or so 
horsemen in attendance, would come the 
shape of future courses, designed to an- 
swer the requirements of the men who 
run horse breeding farms. 

The first day’s program included a wel- 
coming address by L. J. Horlacher, as- 
sistant dean of the College of Agricul- 
ture and a long-time friend of Thorough- 
bred horsemen. The lecturers were Dr. 
Charles E. Hagyard, who spoke on gen- 
eral health measures, and Dr. D. L. Proc- 
tor, who discussed the anatomy and trim- 
ming of feet. 

The afternoon session was held at Clai- 
borne Farm, Paris. where several of the 
stallions were exhibited. and corrective 
hoof trimming was performed. Later the 
group visited nearby Stoner Creek Stud. 
where Count Fleet was displayed. 


The Tuesday session was devoted to 
feeds and feeding. Speakers were Col. 
Floyd Sager, of Claiborne Farm; Wayne 
Dinsmore, pasture consultant and former 
secretary of the Horse and Mule Associa- 
tion of America; and William H. Hoster- 
man. an expert in the standardization and 
inspection of hay and grain for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. During the af- 
ternoon the C. V. Whitney farm was visit- 
ed. where different types of hay were 
laid out for inspection and discussion. The 
Whitney stallions also were seen. 

The rest of the week followed a similar 
pattern. On Wednesday, Gen. R. A. Kel- 
ser, dean of the School of Veterinary 
Medicine at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and chief scientific consultant to 
the Grayson Foundation, spoke on animal 
pathology. Dr. W. R. MeGee, of Lexing- 
ton, took up the diseases of foals; and 
A. C. Todd, formerly of the University 
of Kentucky and now at the University of 
Wisconsin, discussed parasite control. 
During the afternoon the horsemen toured 
the animal pathology laboratories at the 
University, where a number of specimens 
had been prepared for inspection. 

Breeding problems were to be taken up 
Thursday. The scheduled speakers were 


Dr. John MacLeod, of the Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical College, on stallion fer- 
tility and sterility; Dr. B. J. Errington, 
of California, whose topic was barren 
mares; and Dr. M. G. Fincher, of the New 
York State Veterinary College, at Cornell, 
on foaling mares. A breeding demonstra- 
tion was arranged at Greentree Farm for 
the afternoon. 


On Friday morning, W. W. Owsley, of 
Cynthiana, Ky., was to speak on the main- 
tenance of building and fences; Dr. W. 
W. Dimock. emeritus professor of veteri- 
nary science at the University, on farm 
hygiene: Charles A. Kenney and Ira Dry- 
mon on farm operations.

The Health and Care of Horses 


In this talk I am acting as a_pinch- 
hitter for Dr. Howard White, who, un- 
fortunately, was seriously injured about a 
week ago when he was kicked. I am 
pleased to report that he is mending 
rapidly. | am sorry, but due to pressure of 
other matters. | haven't had much time to 
prepare a paper, but by using Doctor 
White’s notes and some of my own, we 
will try to make out... . 

The trend in the care and health of 
horses, and all branches of livestock, as 
far as that is concerned, has been, I 
would say in the last thirty years, to- 
ward the preventive, toward the improve- 


The paper presented here is a sample 
of the instruction being received this week 
by horse farm managers in the short 
course at the University of Kentucky. It 
was presented Monday, November 5, by 
Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, a Lexington vet- 
erinarian of long experience and high 
reputation as a practitioner. 


ment of health and hygienic conditions, 
and there has been a tendency to get away 
from the strictly curative end. 

As most of you are farm managers 
or superintendents, we will deal only with 


the health and care of horses on the farm. 

Primarily. we are all concerned in 
keeping our horses in as good physical 
condition and as healthy and disease-free 
as possible. Health has been described as 
the condition of the body in which all the 
functions thereof are performed in a nor- 
mal manner. It is, therefore, essential 


that the normal functions be thoroughly 
understood in order that one be able to 
recognize any departure therefrom. 

At this point, it might also be well to 
define hygiene, which is so necessary in 
the operation of a well managed farm.

Books’ Loss Is Racing’s Gain: 


The Sad Case of Hukabuk 


Sympathy, when you need it, may be a 
very good thing, though my own personal 
experience is that it’s worrisome as the 
devil—in fact, worse. But sympathy when 
you don’t need it is just one degree more 
bothersome than the itch. Just now, in 
various columns, racing seems to be get- 
ting some in this class. As you no doubt 
know. bookmaking has been dealt what I 
consider an accidental, but nevertheless 
severe blow, by a Federal law requiring 
bookmakers to take out a license, which 
means admitting an action for which, un- 
der state laws, they can be put in the 
pokey. 

Well, several well-meaning but unin- 
formed bystanders—this is the worst kind 
—have been speculating that this will in- 
jure legal racing, by reducing the come- 
back money which goes from the books to 
the tracks, and by causing bettors to 
“lose interest” in racing between seasons. 

Now this is plain nonsense, and no 
one interested in racing ought to miss any 
opportunity, even at the risk of getting 
tiresome, to say it is nonsense. The peo- 
ple who offer these speculations aren’t 
consciously arguing for bookmakers; 
they're just using arguments which have 
been put in their heads by bookmakers. 
The notion here is that they ought to use 
their own heads. 


With the lid on as it has been most of 
this year, the comeback money at the 
New York tracks can’t have been much. 
Theoretically, of course, the tracks don’t 
take comeback money at all. In practice, 
there’s no way to refuse to sell tickets to 
anyone who puts the money down on the 
sill for them, and no doubt some of these 
represent a comeback. But despite this 
reduction, every meeting in New York this 
year has shown a gain in betting, rang- 
ing from 7.7 per cent to 22.5 per cent. 
The actual fact seems to be that clamp- 
ing down on the books sends more peo- 
ple to the track—every meeting has shown 
a gain in attendance except Belmont in 
the spring. when there were only five 
Saturdays against six last year—and gets 
all their money into the totalisator in- 
stead of such a portion of it as the books 
did not care to hold. 

The business of “losing interest” be- 
tween seasons is really too silly to argue 
about. In this case, you can just use your 
own head. In what seasonal activity, if 
you are interested in it in the first place, 
do you lose interest when it is not going

on? It’s a good deal like saying that 


poaching ought to be winked at during 
closed game or fish seasons, so that hunt- 
ers or fishermen will not lose interest in 
their hobby. 


The new law has caused a good deal of 
unhappiness. In New York City the sale 
of scratch sheets has gone off about 40 
per cent, and the sales of other daily 
racing publications have dropped, too. 
Now, as they say in South Pacific, ain’t 
that too damned bad? But the totalisator 
is winking more brightly all the time. and 
the legitimate revenue of racing, which 
goes directly into purses, and indirectly 
into yearling prices. stands to profit 
mightily thereby. 


QUADRUPLE. When Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Bed 0’ Roses wound up her 2-year- 
old season with victories in the Matron, 
Selima, Demoiselle, and Marguerite 
Stakes, it was hazarded that this record 
would remain unmatched, because the 
Marguerite Stakes was to be discontinued. 
But the record is now in reach of Maine 
Chance Farm’s Rose Jet, which has got 
the first three of these and is eligible to 
the Marguerite. The policy of Pimlico 
about the Marguerite I ought to know but 
I don’t. At the time the discontinuance 
was announced, Pimlico also owned 
Laurel Park, and it was felt that the 
Selima was enough opportunity for 2- 
year-old fillies at a mile and a sixteenth, 
as far as Maryland was concerned. Now 
Laurel has passed to other hands, so the 
notion may have changed. 


At all events, Rose Jet can equal Bed 
o Roses’ quadruple. though she can’t 
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equal the Vanderbilt filly’s earnings. Rose 
Jet has $130,705 in hand now, but there 
aren’t enough opportunities left for her 
to get to the $199,200 which Bed 0’ 
Roses earned, even with the Marguerite. 


TIP-OFF. A good many people enjoy 
hearing themselves mentioned on radio 
and television programs, but I can tell 
you of one man who didn’t. You will re- 
member, from last week, that the plac- 
ing judges at Jamaica loused up a finish 
and put the second horse third, with the 
result that the track paid off place bets 
on both horses. This mistake was known 
in the press-box for three races before 
it was known to the customers, and the 
Stevens emissary there, a Negro named 
Boliva Williams but generally known as 
Jess or Hukabuk. was tipped off that 
if he could go out and find discarded 
place tickets on No. 12, they would pre- 
sently be worth much fine gold. He went 
out and he found. In justice to a fellow 
Southerner. I will not say how much he 
found, but he found plenty. 

Well. he went home and, being possessed 
of a rudimentary sort of conscience 
(again. a fellow Southerner) told his wife 
he had had a measure of good fortune, 
and had found two $2 place tickets, with 
a redeemable value of $20.20, of which 
he gave her half. This passed for gen- 
erosity. and calm and contentment brood- 
ed over the apartment. : 

Then he and his wife went out to visit 
his brother, and in the course of the eve- 
ning the television set was turned on. It 
was just in time to catch Jimmy Pow- 
ers’ sports program, and the first coherent 
words to come out of the set were, “and if 
anybody at the race track finds himself 
short of betting money, all he has to do 
is ask for Jesse, the press-box attendant. 
who picked up hundreds of dollars worth 
of discarded tickets on Air Service.” 

“Jesse.” said the wife, pointing to a 
spot on the floor about two feet in front 
of her.” come over here!” 

The veil of mercy is drawn over the 
rest of this scene. 


ERROR IN CATALOGUE 


Reigh Count is the sire of the brood- 
mare, Steady Reigh, which Miss Henrietta 
Bingham will sell at Keeneland Monday 
night. November 12. The catalogue in- 
correctly lists *Hairan as the sire. The 
mare, which is Hip No. 80, was bred to 
*Hairan this year. Steady Reigh is out of 
Steady Girl, by Equipoise. 


IN FOAL TO COUNT FLEET 


J. E. Mitchell. of Louisville, who con- 
signed the 4-year-old broodmare Gala 
Sweep. by *Sir Gallahad III, to the No- 
vember sale of the Breeders Sales Com- 
pany at Keeneland, reported last week 
that the mare is in foal to Count Fleet. 
The mare will be sold Monday night.

A New Venture in Starting: 
Notes on the Gate That Moves 


by J. A. Estes 


At its meeting which closed October 
27, Rockingham Park inaugurated an ex- 
periment which may leave a lasting in- 
fluence on the American Turf. Or it may 
be finished and forgotten without ever 
spreading farther than Rockingham Park. 

For years Thoroughbred horsemen have 
dreamed of, and occasionally experiment- 
ed with, the walking start. Standardbred 
races currently are being started with an 
automotive contraption like a great bird; 
the horses line up and move forward be- 
hind the outstretched wings, and as the 
wings are folded out of the way the car 
speeds ahead and takes to the outside 
rail, leaving a clear track for the trotters. 

Thus far the horsemen who own and 
train runners have not looked with favor 
upon the contraption. Neither do Thor- 
oughbred horsemen agree solidly that a 
moving start is any better than a standing 
start. But many of them believe that any 
device from which successful walking 
starts could be made would be a tremen- 
dous advance over the present stationary 
gates. 

Billy Mills, the California starter, has 
thought so for years. In Lou Smith, execu- 


tive vice president and general manager 
of Rockingham Park, he found agree- 
ment—along with enough capital to build 
a moving gate and put it to the test. The 
outlay for the contraption was not large, 
only about $22,000, according to Smith, 
who has the controlling interest in the 
Moving Starting Gate Corporation. 

With Smith’s backing, Mills proceeded 
to turn into a steel reality the ideas which 
had been buzzing through his mind for 
years. By last spring he had a mechanized 
monster which would have made Domino 
turn over in his grave. but which came as 
only a mild shock to a generation of 
horses grown accustomed to fearsome 
gadgets. In March he was experimenting 
with a seven-stall Cletrac-powdered gate. 
Horses were shut into the stalls, nudged 
forward gently as the tail-gates moved 
behind them, and as the front gates were 
opened changed suddenly from a walk 
to a dead run. 

Smith thought Mills had something, and 
ordered another five stalls added. The 
gate was shipped by boat from California 
to New Hampshire. and made its first 
official appearance at the fall meeting at 
Rockingham Park, in the edge of New 
Hampshire, an hour’s run from Boston. 


There had been no advance publicity, and 
most of the horsemen who shipped in were 
surprised to find that their horses were 
to be the subjects in the big experiment. 

In one of the first moving starts made 
from the device the gate buckled, at the 
point where the five new stalls had been 
added to the seven original. The break 
was repaired and the framework strength- 
ened, and since then there have been no 
mishaps—except that once the mechanism 
somehow was suddenly thrown into re- 
verse gear and the horses, enclosed on all 
sides, had to back up with it for a consid- 
erable distance before the driver could 
set things right. 


GATE IN ACTION. On the afternoon 
of October 18 the writer went to Rock- 
ingham Park. partly to see the track, 
which is one of the cleanest and most com- 
fortable in the country, and has an ex- 
cellent racing strip. (Lou Smith keeps 
three or four farms from which he brings 
topsoil to the track.) But the principal 
object of the visit was to see the moving 
gate in action. The horses themselves were 
not enough to distract attention; there 
were eight claiming races that day. 

After stopping in to shake hands with 
the stewards, Tom Shehan, Leo O’Donnell, 
and George Conway, I went over to the 
six-furlong starting point, met R. B. 


(Bob) Frend, the starter, and watched 
the gate in action for the first two races. 
Frend, who said that he had been start- 
ing races for 42 years and that he had

*Noor to Stand 
In Kentucky 


*Noor. leading handicap horse of 1950 
and best known for his four successive 
defeats of Citation, entered the stud this 
year at the Charles S. Howard estate’s San 
Ysidro Stock Farm in southern California. 
He was bred to about twenty mares, and 
apparently got a high percentage of them 
in foal, though complete reports are not 
yet available. 

About December 1 *Noor will have a 
change of scenery. His owner, Mrs. 
Charles S. Howard, was in Lexington last 
week and completed arrangements to 
stand the horse in Kentucky next year un- 
der the management of Charles A. Kenney. 

Mr. Kenney, manager of E. E. Dale 
Shaffer's Coldstream Stud, is now wind- 
ing up affairs there, preparatory to turn- 
ing the property over to its new owner, 
Henry H. Knight, on December 1. Next 
week he will supervise the dispersal, at 
the Keeneland fall sales, of Mr. Shaffer’s 
50 broodmares. The announcement that 
he was to have the management of *Noor 
gave the first clue to his future plans. 

Kenney stated that *Noor would stand 
at a farm near Lexington, but indicated 
that since he was still negotiating the deal 
he would be obliged to wait a few days 
before making further announcement. The 
stud fee probably will be advertised next 
week. 

Foaled in Ireland in 1945 and bred by 
the Aga Khan, *Noor is a brown horse 
by *Nasrullah out of Queen of Baghdad, 
by *Bahram out of the stakes winner 
Queen of Scots, by Dark Legend. A light- 
ly raced stakes winner at two and three 
in England, and placed third in the Der- 
by and Eclipse Stakes, he reached his 
best form after coming to the U. S., where 
he was the leading handicap performer 
of 1950. 


The Cover: *Nasrullah 


A sire which appears likely to exert a 
tremendous influence on American breed- 
ing is *Nasrullah, whose picture is shown 
on the front cover of this issue. The photo- 
graph was made recently at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Farm, where the syndi- 
cate-owned horse made his first American 
stud season this year. 

*Nasrullah, foaled in 1940, was one of 
the best performers in the first crop of 
foals got in England by the Italian cham- 
pion Nearco. His dam, Mumtaz Begum, 
was by *Blenheim II out of the noted 
speedster and producer Mumtaz Mahal 
(also granddam of *Mahmoud), by The 
Tetrarch out of Lady Josephine, also an 
exceptional race mare and producer. 


On both sides of his pedigree *Nasrul- 
lah goes back to American sources. Near- 
co is descended in tail-female from the 
Travers Stakes winner Maiden, by Lex- 
ington. Mumtaz Begum’s third dam is 
Americus Girl, daughter of the speedy 
Americus, which raced in the United 
States as Rey del Carreres. 


A racer of brilliant speed but some- 
what hampered by an unruly disposition 
on the track, *Nasrullah has already 
achieved a pronounced success in the stud. 
His first crop reached the races in 1947, 
and included the good stakes winner 
Golestan and the outstanding *Noor. The 
next year, *Nasrullah ranked eighth on 
the sire list in England. In 1949 he was 
third, and in 1950 seventh. (In 1950, 
through *Noor’s exploits, he was also 
ninth on the American sire list.) 

This year he has already virtually 
gained the leadership in England; in mid- 
October his get had earned more than 
£44,000, giving him a long lead over the 
nearest rival. He has always ranked high 
as a sire of 2-year-olds, and last year held 
the leadership in that department in 
England. 

In five years, *Nasrullah’s offspring have 
earned well over £130.000 in England, 
plus *Noor’s $356,940 in the U.S. and 
smaller amounts in other countries. 


Roseland Boarding Farm Opens 


Grant A. Dorland, owner of the two 
Roseland Farms, at Lexington, and Elmo 


Shropshire, his assistant manager for the 
past three years, have announced the for- 
mation of a partnership to operate the 
new 252-acre No. 2 farm as Roseland 
Boarding Farm. The partnership will 
specialize in the care of foaling mares be- 
tween November 1 and the end of the 
breeding season. Mr. Shropshire will also 
raise the farms’ tobacco allotment and 
will supervise Mr. Dorland’s herd of 
grade Hereford cattle on the Harp and 
Innis Pike acreage, where he will con- 
tinue to reside. As has been previously 
announced, the Roseland Farm mares and 
foals, not scheduled to be sold in the No- 
vember Keeneland Sale, will be moved to 
the No. 1 farm on the Russell Cave Pike, 
leaving the No. 2 establishment on the 
Fayette and Bourbon County line free for 
boarders. Before joining Roseland Farms, 
Mr. Shropshire managed the Helis Stock 
Farm, in New Jersey. Prior to that he 
was wtih Brookmeade Farm for several 
years, both in Kentucky and Virginia. 


Easy Mon Moved 


W. P. Little, a member of the syndicate 
owning the horse, announced this week 
that Easy Mon, by *Pharamond II—Slow 
and Easy, by Colin, would stand the 1952 
season at A. B. Karsner’s farm at Lex- 
ington. The stallion was moved to the 
Karsner farm November 1. With an ex- 
ceptionally good record as a sire of juve- 
nile winners each season, Easy Mon is 
the sire of 12 2-year-old winners so far 
this year.

Sub Fleet, foaled April 30, 1949, at Charles T. 
Fisher’s Dixiana, near Lexington, made his first 
start at Arlington Park in July, won by six lengths, 
and thus immediately became a candidate for high 
honors in the 2-year-old division. But in the Arl- 
ington Futurity, his second start, he bucked his 
shins and finished unplaced. He got back to the 
races at the Keeneland fall meeting, won his first 
start there, then finished fourth in the Breeders’ 
Futurity after getting away very slowly and run- 
ning into further trouble as he moved up. At 
Churchill Downs he had finished second to Whirla 
Lea in a mile race preliminary to the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes. 

In the K. J. C. Stakes, Johnny Adams got him 
away from the gate quickly, ran alongside the 
pacemaking Alladier down the back stretch, and 
drew away to win by two lengths, solidly avenging 
himself for Alladier’s victory in the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity.

Hill Prince, carrying top weight of 130 pounds, 
was a 7-to-10 favorite for the Trenton Handicap. 
He turned in one of the poorest races of his 
career, finishing five lengths behind the three 
heads-apart leaders. He was a distant last on the 
back stretch, some five lengths behind the nearest 
horse (Palestinian). At the three-eighths pole he 
was still last, moving up, but nearly a dozen 
lengths behind the pacemaking Call Over. By now 
the task of catching the leaders seemed almost im- 
possible. When Eddie Arcaro called on him for a 
final run he moved up to fourth place, but finished 
badly beaten. 

The race was always among the three which 
finished in the money. Call Over held a slight 
lead nearly all the way. In the last sixteenth Bobby 
Permane drove Inseparable through on the rail 
and took a momentary lead, but Joe Culmone kept 
Call Over going gamely and won with only inches 
to spare. Call Over, at 5 to 1, was second choice 
in the betting. 

It was Call Over’s third successive stakes victory, 
his sixth of the year, and the most important of 
his career. First money moved his earnings up to 
$127,745. He is the second $100,000 winner got by 
the Greentree stallion Devil Diver (Lotowhite is 
the other), and the tenth bred by Mrs. John D. 
Hertz.

Star Fiddle and his stablemate Stormy Cloud 
finished a nose apart in a four-horse blanket finish 
in which the topweighted Blue Reading, another 
trained by R. H. McDaniel, got fourth money, 
only about a half-length behind the winner. It 
was Star Fiddle’s first stakes victory of the year, 
but he had previously earned enough to put him 
among the winners of $100,000. He is the first of 
High Strung’s get to reach that mark.

High Strung, winner of the Futurity at Belmont 
Park, spent his last years at High Hope Farm, 
Lexington, where Star Fiddle was foaled on April

days later: afflicted with heaves, he apparently 
was a victim of the high altitude. 

Star Fiddle’s dam, Lucky Star, a good winner, 
was bought by the late Douglas M. Davis, owner 
of High Hope Farm, for the account of Mrs. 
Hazel Newcombe, of California, and later sold 
to Howard Hawks. Star Fiddle did his first racing 
for Mr. Hawks, winning the Starlet Stakes and 
Del Mar Futurity at two.

Hal Price Headley operates his stable on the 
principle that if you don’t run you can’t win. 
Not the least of the pay-offs from this policy was 
the victory of Cajun in the Pimlico Futurity. 
Greentree Stable’s Tom Fool, the leading 2-year- 
old colt, was one of the overnight entries for the 
race, but Mr. Headley entered against him a late- 
foaled, late developing colt which had not been 
tested against high-class company and which had 
waited until October 27 to win a maiden race— 
by a nose. 

Overnight rains and a_ sloppy track resulted 
in the withdrawal of Tom Fool, and a wrenched 
ankle suffered in a morning blowout caused the 
other Greentree entry. Begorra, to be taken out. 
Even so, King Ranch’s Risque Rouge was an 
odds-on favorite, Jet’s Date the second choice, and 
Cajun an outsider at $16.60 to $1. 

Jockey Nick Shuk, as well as Price Headley, 
needed his nerve. For more than a quarter-mile 
Cajun was last of the seven-horse field, led by Lord 
Priam. Shuk moved him up gradually, but at the 
three-eighths pole found himself in close quarters 
on the rail, unable to move up or get out, while 
in the meantime, Lord Priam had moved out to 
a three-length lead. Finally a narrow opening 
appeared along the rail and Shuk drove through 
it. Even with clear running space, the task ahead 
was still hard. But Cajun caught Lord Priam 
near the finish and drew ahead to win by a little 
less than a length. 

Cajun was foaled at his owner’s Beaumont Farm, 
Lexington, on May 10, 1949, the last living foal 
of his dam, which died last winter. He made 
his first start in a maiden race at Keeneland April 
20 this year, about three weeks before he was 
actually two years old. He did not run again until 
August 9, when he ran well to finish second in a 
maiden race. The third start was September 28, 
at Belmont Park. He ran three times in October, 
finally reaching the winner’s circle. Apparently 
his comparatively easy campaign has allowed him 
to develop latent strength and speed. 

For the Beaumont Farm stallion Menow he is 
the seventh stakes winner of the year. The others 
are Tom Fool, Ruhe, Gray Matter, Why Not Now, 
Jumbo, and Papoose. For Menow’s entire stud 
career, Cajun is the twenty-fifth stakes winner. 

Along with others in the Headley stable, Cajun 
arrived in at Beaumont Farm Tuesday of this 
week. Later in the winter the horses probably 
will be shipped to Mr. Headley’s training quarters 
on his estate in southern Georgia.

The Empire City Handicap emphasized again 
Counterpoint’s already well established candidacy 
for “horse of the year” honors. In two weight- 
for-age races, the Jockey Club Gold Cup and the 
Empire City Gold Cup, he had proved himself 
the master of Hill Prince, which had returned 
to action and established himself as the best 
of the older horses in training. 


In the Empire City Handicap he conceded, from 
6 to 26 pounds to the dozen other starters, swept 
past nearly all the field in the last half-mile, and 
won as if he could have done as much more as 
necessary. The 130 pounds he carried was the 
highest weight in the list of winners of the race 
(established in 1900), except for the 132 pounds 
on the 4-year-old Grey Lag in 1922, when the 
race was for 3-year-olds and upward. Since the 
race was limited to 3-year-olds in 1937 the high- 
est previous weight for a winner was the 126 
pounds carried by Phalanx in 1947. 

Counterpoint won the Empire City Handicap in 
a manner most unusual for him. Possessed of high 
speed as well as stamina, he usually has stayed 
moderately close to the pace in the early run- 
ning. This time, starting from the outside post 
position and kept outside the field all the way, 
he had only one horse beaten after the first half- 
mile. Dave Gorman was in no hurry with him, 
and there were still seven horses ahead of him 
at the three-sixteenths pole, where Hall of Fame, 
General Staff, and Auditing were heads apart 
in the lead.

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length of the lead. He drove to the front in less 
than half a furlong and went on to win by a 
length and a half. At the end Gorman had quit 
riding, was simply letting Counterpoint run as 
he pleased. 

The track was sloppy (and the weather snowy), 
so that the time was comparatively slow. Hall of 
Fame, running next to the rail, was in slightly 
heavier footing than Counterpoint, but covered 
considerably less distance than the winner. 

The $41,500 first money moved Counterpoint 
past Hall of Fame and into the leadership of 
the 3-year-old money winners. His total for the 
year is now $250,525, as compared with Hall of 
Fame’s $224,955. 

The day after the race Trainer Sylvester Veitch 
announced that Counterpoint had a cracked hoof, 
“a slight separation of his near front hoof.” This 
was a recurrence of the quarter crack suffered be- 
fore the Dwyer Stakes last summer. Counterpoint, 
passing up the Pimlico Special, was expected to 
be sent to the Whitney farm at Lexington this 
week, where he will be rested. It is still planned 
to ship him to California later, his principal ob- 
jective there being the Maturity Stakes.

Successive victories in the Matron Stakes at 
Belmont Park, the Selima Stakes at Laurel Park, 
and the Demoiselle have virtually assured Rose 
Jet’s rank as the leader of the 2-year filly division. 
Before she swept these three key races she had 
won the Schuylerville Stakes at Saratoga, beating 
Star-Enfin, Landmark, and others, finished second 
to Blue Case in the Spinaway Stakes and third 
to Place Card in the Astarita. Rose Jet’s last 
start of the year probably will be in the Marguerite 
Stakes at Pimlico. 

The Demoiselle raised her earnings to $130,785, 
made her the first $100,000 winner sired by Jet 
Pilot (whose first crop she represents), the first 
bred by Maine Chance Farm. 

In the Demoiselle, Rose Jet ran in front all the 
way, with a two-length lead over Papoose in the 
first half-mile. But she went wide coming into the 
stretch and Papoose, saving ground along the rail, 
took advantage of the break and drew up on al- 
most even terms with her in the stretch. The 
issue was doubtful through most of the final fur- 
long, until Papoose slowed up slightly in the last 
forty yards os so. Rose Jet won by three parts 
of a length, going away.

@Dick THorNsuRG, managing editor for 
the Scripps-Howard Newspaper Alliance 
in Washington, years ago asked THE 
BLoop-HorseE a question it could not an- 
swer, viz., what was the name of the horse 
Paul Revere rode that night in April, 
1775 when he warned the countryside 
north of Boston that “the British are com- 
ing.” Historical references indicated the 
horse was borrowed, but failed to give a 
name. Recently Mr. Thornburg forwarded 
a clipping from the New York World- 
Telegram and Sun of October 11. The 
story reported that Millicent Stow, of the 
WT&S staff, after extensive correspond- 
ence, had received from Mrs. George F. 
Vincent, great-great-great granddaughter 
of Samuel Larkin, the following memoran- 
dum: “Samuel Larkin . . . was the owner 
of Brown Beauty, the mare of Paul Re- 
vere’s ride, made famous by Longfellow’s 
poem. The mare was loaned by the re- 
quest of Samuel’s son, Deacon John Lar- 
kin, and was never returned to her own- 
er.” (Revere lost the mare in attempt- 
ing to escape capture by the British, who 
probably neglected to ask anyone what 
they should do with her.) 


@QWess A. Everett, general manager 
of the Del Mar Turf Club, recently re- 
signed that position to confine his atten- 
tion exclusively to his duties as racing 
secretary and handicapper at Santa Anita 
Park. He has been continuously associated 
with Santa Anita since its inception. His 
Del Mar contract had six more years to 
run.

In Maryland 


Large crowds were reported at the 
Maryland Fall Sales which were held in 
four sessions October 29 and 30. Fifty 
horses in training sold during the two 
morning sessions at the Pimlico race 
course for a total of $86,400, average 
$1,728. Sixteen others were listed but 
not sold. 


Breeding stock. yearlings. and wean- 
lings sold at the Maryland State Fair 
Grounds, Timonium. Seventy-three year- 
lings went through the ring Monday night 
to bring $77,125, average $1,057. Seven 
were catalogued but not sold and seven 
were late entries. Fifty-two fillies sold for 
$51,475, average $990. Twenty-one colts 
sold for $25,650, average $1,221. 

In the Tuesday night section of the 
sale, two stallions brought $1,300, aver- 
age $650; 60 broodmares brought $49,000, 
average $817; and 30 weanlings brought 
$24,100, average $803. 

The average for the entire series, $1,106, 
was the highest since 1946. 

Preliminary notes on the sales were 
given last week, but not enough space 
was available for a complete account. The 
summaries are given below.

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CARE OF HORSES

The founder of modern hygiene, an Eng- 
lishman by the name of Edmund Parkes, 
described it as the art of preserving 
health; it aims at rendering growth more 
perfect, life more vigorous, decay less 
rapid, and death more remote. 


PASTURE. Suppose we deal first with 
the land, the source from which all life 
springs. We can expect grasses, hay, and 
grain to contain no more in the way of 
minerals and other nutritious elements 
than is present in the soil itself. It is, 
therefore, necessary on farms in areas 
which do not normally have the essential 
elements, and on farms where natural 
elements have been depleted, to supply 
and replenish these as necessary. This is 
best accomplished by conducting chemical 
soil tests, ascertaining what elements are 
needed and then applying them. Of 
course. it is usually quite easy to tell 
whether or not the land is deficient in 
topsoil or humus... .« 

Pastures, in my opinion, should have 
some variety. In addition to blue grass, 
the legumes. such as the clovers and 
lespedeza. efford excellent grazing and are 
lush during the summer months when 
blue grass is semi-dormant. Pasture care 
and maintenance can best be carried out 
with the advice of experiment stations and 
successful farmers of your locality. It 
should always be borne in mind, however, 
that land can become horse-sour the same 
as it can become sour from any crop and 
that things taken out of the soil must be 
replaced. 

Horses prefer to graze short grass. It 
is, therefore, desirable to rotate grazing, 
using first cattle, then horses. 


STABLING. We shall next take up a 
short discussion of barns and stables. The 
site selected should be on well drained 
ground and as conveniently located as 
possible. Personally, I lean to the me- 
dium-size barns—not over 12 stalls. The 
more I see of this game, the more I be- 
come convinced that smaller stables are 
the best. from a standpoint of both di- 
sease and fire. (If any of you have ever 
been hit by virus abortion, you probably 
wished the stables consisted of one-stall 
units.) Then, too, 12 seems to be a good 
number for one man to care for. 

In yearling barns. the stalls should be 
at least 10° by 10°. preferably 12° by 12’. 
Stalls of the broodmare barns should not 
be less than 14° by 14. 

The type and construction of the barn 
matters little. so long as plenty of light 
and ventilation are provided. It is not 
necessary that stables be warm, if they 
are not drafty. Horses fare better if not 
put in warm stables. We must remember 
that we put on additional clothing before 
we leave a warm house, but we kick the 
horses out of a warm barn in the morning, 


no matter how cold it is, right out into 
any temperature. 


It is desirable that the stallion barn 
be situated on a part of the farm not too 
clcse to other barns, and where vans can 
unload visiting mares without permitting 
them to come in contact with the home 
mares, 


Of course, a great many people in this 
country have sheds on their farms to 
which they run barren mares. Some run 
foaling mares to the sheds up to a couple 
of months of foaling time. They seem 
to do extremely well. And that also bears 
out what I just said about horses not 
wishing to be kept too warm. Those that 
run out to sheds seldom go in except to 
eat. They may go in and lie down in the 
sun for awhile, if the sun happens to be 
shining in the shed, but no matter if it 
is raining or snowing, they are usually 
outside picking around, and if there is 
hay scattered around, they will be out 
there eating that. 


BROODMARES. We will next take up 
breeding hygiene, which is one of the 
most important and most interesting 
phases of farm work. It is as interesting 
to me as the raising of a crop is to the 
farmer. We have first the preparation of 
the soil, then the planting of the seed, the 
cultivation, by proper feeding and care 
of the mare, and finally, some three hun- 
dred and forty days later, the harvesting 
of the crop. 


The successful breeder, as the success- 
ful farmer. is one who works hard, and 
diligently. Breeding hygiene is important 
because every breeder wishes to get as 
high a percentage of his mares in foal as 
possible. and to have them deliver strong, 
disease-free foals. At the present time 
when the Thoroughbred, Standardbred, 
and Saddle Horse are bringing such high 
prices, it is of particular value. However, 
regardless of the price, most breeders are 
anxious to maintain a high degree of ef- 
ficiency at all times. A barren mare or a 
bad foal costs just as much to keep as 
a good one, in fact more. 

The problems confronting the breed- 
er and veterinarian are many. As one 
well known horseman aptly expressed it, 
the only normal things about broodmares 
are their abnormalities. Therefore, it  be- 
hooves all of the personnel connected with 
a nursery to keep down diseases and asso- 
ciated trouble to a minimum. A few of 
the headaches that can usually be avoided 
by exercising proper hygienic measures 
are 1) infections. non-contagious abor- 
tions due to streptococcus. escnerichia coli 
and staphylococcus infections; 2) joint- 
ill in foals; 3) difficult foaling. cases of 
dystocia—nearly all the cases of dys- 
tocia that we run into are on farms that 
are lax in caring for the mares at breed- 
ing time and during their gestation period; 
4) coital exanthema, or horse pox, which, 
while not serious, is very infectious and 


necessitates withholding a stallion from 
service for a week to ten days. 

In discussing the routine life on an 
equine nursery, suppose we start in the 
fall—later summer or early fall. At this 
time the final examination for pregnancy 
is made, and those mares found to be in 
foal on most farms are vaccinated against 
the salmonella type of contagious abor- 
tion. This vaccine is highly efficient and 
has practically eradicated salmonella abor- 
tion—in this section of the country, any- 
way, and I don’t know of any other sec- 
tion that has been hit by it recently. It 
has been over fifteen years since we have 
had a case of salmonella abortion in this 
region. 

About the same time, or this time of 
the year, the virus vaccine is also given, 
and there is still some doubt as to the 
efficiency of it. I think it certainly helps 
some, but just how much immunity it 
confers is hard to say. 

The next step is a thorough examina- 
tion of the barren mares for any genital 
abnormalities or infections. I think most 
of you are familiar with the routine ex- 
amination of the barren mares. Any ab- 
normalities that are found during the ex- 
amination are noted and an attempt is 
made to correct them. One of the most 
common is the condition of the vulva 
which permits the aspiration of air and 
filth into the vaginal tract. Such cases re- 
quire treatment and, always, suturing, 
which | think has done more to reduce 
sterility from infection than any other one 
thing we have come upon. Many valuable 
mares were lost to the industry before we 
recognized the cause of it. 

The pregnant mare should at all times 
be kept in good condition, neither too fat 
nor too thin, and should be given nothing 
but the best and soundest feeds. She 
should have daily exercise, preferably 
turned out. Some breeders in our section 
let their mares run to sheds until foaling 
time, but of course provide plenty of 
feed. Mares handled this way do very 
well indeed. They require more feed, but 
less labor and less bedding. 

As foaling time approaches and the 
mare makes bag, she is watched closely 
day and night. Sutured vulvas are split 
at this time in preparation for foaling. 
The mares should, of course, have clean, 
well bedded stalls. 

When foaling actually starts, the at- 
tendant. after ascertaining that the foal is 
coming straight, should leave the mare 
pretty much alone, giving assistance only 
if needed. A great many mares are need- 
lessly torn and bruised by giving aid before 
the genitals have had time to relax. Some 
persons don’t seem to realize that most 
mares would deliver their foals normally 
with no assistance whatsoever. 

When delivery is complete the mare and 
the foal should be left alone, giving the 
mare a chance to rest after her ordeal. 
It is during this period that placental

membranes begin to separate. After the 
navel cord breaks, the stump should be 
dressed with the owner’s or veterinarian’s 
favorite application, and the foal pulled 
to the mare’s head, where she will start 
drying him. Little else need be done ex- 
cept to be sure the foal nurses and to 
give it an enema, if necessary. 


The day following delivery, the mare 
should be washed up by the attendant, 
the placenta should be examined careful- 
ly. to see if it is all there, and also for 
any abnormalities, particularly excessive 
weight. The placenta might be called the 
mirror for the uterus. because whatever 
shows on it you know is just the reflection 
of the condition of the uterus, where 
the placenta is attached. In the event 
the membranes are retained, I wait at 
least ten hours before removing them 
manually. 

Any mare whose vulva has been su- 
tured is re-sutured the next day. The 
mare and the foal should get plenty of 
exercise and whenever possible turned 
out for at least a short while each day. 
Exercise is most important for the mare 
in aiding in the contraction and toning 
up of the womb and the expulsion of 
accumulated exudate. 


Another thing that we all come in 
contact with about this stage is the nine- 


day scours, a diarrhea that affects so 
many foals. So many are affected by it 
that I have always considered it a natural 
process or an act of nature. There is a 
change in the milk at that time, when 
the mare comes in season, and most 
foals do have a little diarrhea. A great 
many of them, most of them, in fact, 
need no treatment at all. They will 
straighten out of their own accord. A few 
do require a mild astringent, powders or 
cordials. or something of the sort. 

On the seventh or eighth day after 
foaling, a vaginal examination should 
be made with a speculum to determine 
whether or not the mare should be bred 
on her ninth day. This to me is the 
most important part in the whole breeding 
operations, in the hygienic control of any 
nursery. Here you make the decision 
whether she will have every chance to 
have a live, healthy foal the next year, or 
a good chance to become infected herself, 
abort, or have a disease foal. 

The mare should not be bred on her 
ninth day if she has not returned to com- 
plete genital health. If any of the follow- 
ing conditions exist the mare should be 
passed: 1) Placenta retained over three 
hours; 2) any lacerations not entirely 
healed; 3) severe bruises, particularly on 
the cervix; 4) presence of exudate or 
urine in the vagina; 5) discolored or con- 
gested mucous membrane; 6) lack of tone 


in either the uterus or vagina, when every- 
thing just seems to hang forward. 

If there is any question at all, give the 
mare the benefit of the doubt and skip 
her. To my mind the examining veteri- 
narian is directly responsible if the mare 
has a strep abortion or rheumatic foal 
the next year due to pre-natal infection. 
Ninety per cent of mares that are not 
bred on their ninth day, and also of those 
that were bred but did not conceive, will 
come in heat between the twenty-fifth and 
thirtieth days from foaling. 

A large number, between 20 and 30 
per cent, of foaling mares will not mani- 
fest their willingness or desire for inter- 
course to the teaser. Their protective in- 
stinct or mother love for the foal is strong- 
er than sexual desire. With this type of 
mare, and mares whose teasing habits are 
not known, we make a vaginal examina- 
tion twice weekly, or every three days, 
starting about 25 days after foaling. 

Early examination for pregnancy is 
made rectally at 40 to 45 days. The value 
of these early examinations is not to de- 
termine the percentage of mares in foal as 
much as to find those that are empty and 
not coming in. By finding them at this 
time it gives us a chance to breed them 
again before the season is over. For the 
past three or four years, around here, the 
number of mares of this type has been on 
the increase. For the want of a_ better

name we refer to them as curious concep- 
tions or false pregnancies. They cease to 
come in heat, they have all the characteris- 
tics of a mare that has conceived, and 
yet they do not ovulate and do not come 
in estrum. These early examinations are 
of great benefit in such cases. Otherwise 
we would just go on through with them 
and think they were in foal and then in 
a final examination we would find out 
they were not. 

I cannot emphasize too strongly the im- 
portance of sanitation and cleanliness in 
making vaginal examinations, and also 
at breeding. The external genitals and the 
buttocks of the mare should be thorough- 
ly washed with soap and water before 
service. The penis of the stallion should 
also be washed in clear water before serv- 
ice, and with a mild antiseptic solution 
followed by a clear water rinse following 
service. 


FOALS. The rearing of foals is also 
one of the most important phases of life 
on a nursery. While a few breeders still 
adhere to the old theory of survival of 
the fittest, it is quite evident they are 
not the ones who are most successful in 
producing good horses. 

The foal, when he becomes old enough 
to eat solid food, should have access to 
the best oats and hay, should have shelter

when needed, and plenty of exercise. It is 
almost impossible to feed a growing ani- 
mal too much if he gets sufficient exercise. 

The routine generally followed is to 
turn the mares and foals out from about 
7 or 8 am. to 4 p.m. until the weather 
becomes hot. Then—usually about June 1 
—they are turned out about 4 p.m., left out 
all night, and taken up around 8 o’clock 
the next morning. 


In these days of hustle and push and 
so much 2-year-old racing, it is necessary 
to keep the foal growing rapidly and 
steadily. if he is to compete with those 
of one’s neighbor. 


PARASITE CONTROL is one of the 
most important problems confronting us 
on the farms today. I will deal with it 
only briefly because Doctor Todd will 
discuss this subject in detail at a later 
session. I will say. though, that great 
advancement has been in parasite control 
(particularly blood worms) since the in- 
troduction of phenothiazine. 

Ascarids. or roundworms, do not pre- 
sent a very serious menace to the horse 
industry. I have seen a few cases where 
there were so many that a section, or a 
place in the small intestine, would rup- 
ture because of the great bulk of ascarids 
and, of course, death would result. 

Carbon disulphide is still the most ef- 
fective drug against ascarids and bots. It 
is necessary to administer it either by

tube or capsule. Treatment should be 
started when the foal is between three 
and four months of age and repeated every 
four months until the fall of his year- 
ling year. Of course, the time you start 
worming and the interval between worm- 
ing depend a great deal on the degree 
of infestation in the foals on the particular 
farm. Some farms have relatively few 
escarids among their foals and on other 
farms the feals are always full. Mature 
horses seldom have ascarids. 

Strongyles. or blood worms, are found 
in horses of all ages and cause more dam- 
age by far than any other internal para- 
site. Most deaths from blood worms occur 
in foals four to six months of age. The 
presence of blood worms in mature horses 
coes not cause many deaths, but they do 
lay millions of eggs which pass out in the 
droppings. This keeps the pastures con- 
tinuously polluted and brings about the 
infestation of the young foal and the rein- 
festation of the adult. 

I will say. though, that the incidence 
of intestinal disorders, such as chronic in- 
digestion, colics, acute indigestion, has 
greatly diminished since routine worming 
has been carried out—routine blood 
worm treatment anyway. I think they 


definitely interfered with the normal func- 
tioning of the alimentary track. As I said, 
phenothiazine is by far the most efficient 
drug we have for blood worms. We for-

merly used oil of chenopodium, which was 
fairly efficient, but also highly dangerous. 
highly toxic. Every once in a while we 
would get a case of acute inflammation 
of the intestines, enteritis, and they didn’t 
get well when they got that. Another 
drug that was used was carbon tetrachlo- 
ride, which wasn’t nearly so toxic, not 
dangerous, but not nearly as efficient as 
phenothiazine. 

There are two methods of control. I 
think that there are about as many peo- 
ple who use one method as use the oth- 
er. The low-level is probably the more 
efficient of the two. I think that it will 
keep the egg count down lower than the 
other method. It consists of administration 
daily of two grams of phenothiazine per 
animal. The other treatment used is the 
three-week-interval method, where one-half 
of the therapeutic dose of phenothiazine 
is given each three weeks, with the idea 
in mind that that is about the life cycle 
of the strongyle and if the animal is 
treated every three weeks you are hitting 
in on the life cycle and killing the worm 
before it has had time to start laying 
eggs again.

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PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


My old friend Clinton B. Alves had a 
good time in the October issue of the 
Thoroughbred of California. He was hap- 
pily pointing out examples of great race 
mares which failed as producers. There 
was about a quarter-acre of commentary 
in which there were specifically six ex- 
amples. How it happens that Mr. Alves 
has slipped to six cases is not easily un- 
derstandable; he should have been able 
to scrape up a dozen, at least. A hundred 
would have been better. 

However many he brings up, if he really 
gets into the bringing up business, he 
should be able to match them with twice 
as many outstanding race mares which 
were quite successful as producers. 

Mr. Alves’ six examples I shall take 
the liberty of rearranging in alphabetical 
order. 


BATEAU. “She was the best race mare 
that Walter Jeffords ever bred or owned 
—until Snow Goose came along . . . How- 
ever, Bateau failed to produce anything 
of class in her short lifetime.” 

That one is much too easy; let’s not 
have any more duds like that, please. 
Bateau never even had a foal. 


BELDAME. Okay; I give up. Seven 
foals, three winners, some important in- 
fluence on later pedigrees through her 
daughter Belvale, by Watervale. But no 
high-class offspring. 


FIRENZE. Eight foals, seven of them 
fillies. First three by Salvator, next three 
by *Goldfinch, both failures as sires. 
Three winners plus a non-winner which 
placed in stakes. Considerable influence 
through daughters. Concede this one. 


HAMBURG BELLE. As in the case of 
Beldame, Hamburg Belle’s early foals 
came into racing at a time when racing 
was hard to find in this country, so most 
of their racing was done in Europe. Five 
foals, five winners, one pretty good stakes 
winner, King Hamburg, by Waterboy. 
That’s not too bad. 


IMP. Four foals. First was the winner 
and good producer Deviltree, by *Top 
Gallant. Second, the good handicap win- 
ner Faust, by Mirthful. (A horse as good 
as Faust would probably win between 
$50,000 and $100,000 today.) Next two 
foals arrived at time of racing’s lowest 
ebb. One went to France. Neither got 
anything. From four foals, two winners,

one good handicapper, two caught in the 
switches, so to speak. Imp did pretty well. 


MISS WOODFORD. Stud book shows 
first foal at age of eight, next at age of 
twelve, nine foals altogether, none by good 
sires. Three winners, including the good- 
class stakes winner George Kessler, by 
Salvator. However, this was in the days 
before the stud book authority paid much 
attention to what breeders were doing; I 
know one old-timer who has always in- 
sisted that Miss Woodford actually never 
had a foal. 


In summary, six examples, one (maybe 
two) which had no foals, two (maybe 
three) which produced stakes winners, 
two which produced nothing of class but 
influenced later pedigrees. 

To collect this thin evidence my friend 
Alves has ranged over a period of, say, 
sixty years (Miss Woodford was foaled 
in 1880). He could, of course, have found 
many more examples within that time, 
and much better than the ones he has 
given. But on these six he hangs his ser- 
mon that good race mares are not good 
risks in the stud. He doesn’t say what 
mares are good risks. 

This is perhaps just as well, since Mr. 
Alves, for all his fine background, comes 
up against the same problems as the rest 
of us when it comes to making predic- 
tions on the basis of generality. 

A few years ago he remarked to me, 
“*Bull Dog will never get a successful 
stallion.” I asked if Bull Lea would do, 
and he said, “Oh!” 

About the same time he made another 
prediction: “If Count Fleet ever gets a 
good horse, I will eat my hat.” I had him 
write that one in my note book and sign 
it, with witnesses. 

I didn’t mean to pick on Mr. Alves. 
He’s a nice man and knows a lot. I just 
want him to be careful when he starts 
picking on good race mares. And _ he 
ought to keep his neck off that chopping 
block; it’s a temptation. 


HEIGHT-LENGTH RATIO. The Lon- 
don bookmaking firm of David Cope 
usually has a well planned advertising 
series. It uses copy interesting enough to 
draw the reader’s attention and cause 
him to read it through, and before he 
knows it he is discovering that the firm 
is very dependable, very solicitous for 
the welfare of its clients, etc. 


Currently Cope’s is running a “Why 
They Won” series. No. 7 among these 
good ads had to do with Supertello, 
which “was successful in holding at bay 
the foreign invasion in the 1950 Ascot 
Gold Cup.” Supertello, the text continues, 
“has the frame of a typical stayer, long 
in the body in proportion to his height. 
His head, honest and alert, depicts reso- 
lution and docility: his clean, powerful 
limbs and strong build enable him to 
carry big weights over long distances 
without distress.” 

A picture of Supertello is included in 
the advertisement. Pictures, of course, can 
give incorrect impressions; in this case 
the background has been brushed out 
so completely that it is difficult to de- 
termine whether the photographer held 
his camera at eye-level or considerably 
closer to the ground. If he shot from his 
belt or lower, the result would be a slight 
exaggeration of the apparent height of the 
horse, in proportion to his length. The 
same picture appeared, much larger, in 
the British Racehorse last year, but the 
background was missing there also. 

In any case, the picture does not fit 
Supertello into the generalization of “the 
frame of a typical stayer, long in the body 
in proportion to his height.” Supertello 
appears definitely tall in proportion to his 
body length. 

It is the generalization which is wrong, 
I think. I have measured this ratio in 
hundreds of horses, using pictures taken 
from a square-across side view, and the 
generalization reached was that the typ- 
ical stayer is definitely tall in proportion 
to his body length. The sprinter or miler 
is almost invariably long-bodied in _pro- 
portion to his height. 

In the United States, as in other rac- 
ing countries, the best horses at a mile and 
a quarter will usually be just about 
“square.” That is, if you measure body 
length from the point where the neck 
meets the breast, you will find that it is 
just about equal to the distance from 
the crest of the withers to the ground 
line. (The ground line in this case is de- 
termined by drawing a line from the bot- 
tom of the front hoof to the bottom of 
the hind hoof on the side nearest the 
camera. ) 

But the sprinters in the United States 
will be found longer-bodied than the mile- 
and-a-quarter or mile-and-a-half horses. 
If the height is determined by setting the 
dividers at such an angle as to cover the 
distance from the withers to the ground 
line, it will be found that, if they are 
then lifted and one point placed at the 
neck-breast intersection, the other point 
will fall on the hips or buttocks, instead 
of outside the body. 

The shorter the horse’s best distance, 
the more pronounced will be the differ- 
ence. If you wish to try it on the extremes, 
take a group of good side pictures of

Quarter Horses, then take a group of 
distinguished European stayers. The con- 
trast is amazing, and will certainly leave 
no room for the assertion that the typical 
stayer is “long in the body in proportion 
to his height.” 

I say European stayers for this test 
because European racing does a much bet- 
ter job of distinguishing its best stayers 
than we do in North America. Tantieme, 
which recently ended his brilliant career 
with a victory in the Prix de VAre de 
Triomphe, is an example from the current 
scene; he is definitely taller than long. 

On the American scene a striking exam- 
ple currently in the news is C. V. Whit- 
ney’s 3-year-old Counterpoint. THE BLoop- 
Horse published his picture on the cover 
of the October 27 issue. We have not yet 
been able to obtain a good conformation 
photograph of this excellent stayer, but 
such pictures as we have seen have in- 


dicated height and long legs rather than 
length and muscle. Trainers describe him 
as having a remarkably easy action, a 
rocking, swinging gait that carries him 
along with a minimum of energy. 

There are exceptions, of course, but 
they are not numerous. A few good stay- 
ers have had comparatively long bodies. 
I do not recall any top sprinter which was 
definitely longer on the vertical axis than 
on the horizontal. 


The explanation appears simple enough. 
It is based on the well known law of the 
pendulum. A long pendulum swings more 
slowly than a short one. A long leg swings 
more deliberately than a short one. The 
short-legged horse propels himself with 
faster strides and with a faster dissipation 
of energy. The taller animal swings along 
more easily, with a trifle less energy used 
up in each stride. Though he may be out- 
run by the sprinter in the early stages 
of a race. he still has reserve when the 
sprinter has begun to feel the effects of 
fatigue. 

There are other factors to be considered, 
of course. A horse may be tall and short- 
coupled without being a good stayer, or 
he may be low and long without being 
a good sprinter or good for anything. But 
it is my impression that no other single 
factor (this side of actual test) is as 
dependable in sorting out distance pros- 
pects from speed prospects as the skeletal 
proportion between height and length.

Stall-Walkers 
And Earth-Rays 


(Editor’s note. The following notes, re- 
written and greatly condensed, are taken 
from an article by Kent Cochran in the 
October isue of the Thoroughbred of Calli- 
fornia. They will be of interest to horse- 
men. Scientists will be unimpressed.) 


About the time Hollywood Park opened 
last June. three Dutch scientists, who had 
heard that there was a stallwalker in Mrs. 
T. R. Finley’s Stable, were introduced to 
James M. French, foreman of that stable. 
They asked permission to check the stable 
for earth rays, which originate in the 
earth and travel outward. Claiming that 
detection of such rays can be accomplish- 
ed with a steel or green-wood “divining 
rod,” they reported a strong ray hitting 
the stable. centering in the stall of the 
extremely nervous mare. 


The scientists then brought a geo-phys- 
ical apparatus which they call Poverni 
and placed it about ten feet from the 
mare’s stall. It was described as a small, 
tightly sealed box built of wooden boards 
and pegs, with a compass on top and ap- 
parently containing a maze of wires. It is 
within a circle of soft copper wire. 

The mare reportedly lost her nervous- 
ness, began to eat twice as much, pick up 
flesh, and seem to enjoy her gallops. The 
unauthorized presence of the apparatus 
was brought to the attention of the direc- 
tor of racing, who called in the TRPB. A 
representative of that group investigated, 
Jet the box remain. 

As a check, it was decided to move 
the apparatus to the stall of Isle Sea, a 
stallwalker in the stable of Ellwood B. 
Johnston. This double check seemed suc- 
cessful; Isle Sea began calming down 
and the other mare returned to her form- 
er nervous state. Then Isle Sea was 
shipped out and the Poverni was taken 
back to the Finley barn. The mare quieted 
down again. Several of the boxes were 
then built and scattered about the grounds. 

Apparently, the de-raying box has been 
patented in Holland, France, Germany, 
Belgium, England. and Denmark and the 
patent applied for in the United States. 
The scientists say that in Holland, the 
apparatus is being used in schools, gov- 
ernment buildings, private homes and 
even the Palace of the Queen, as well as 
in the livestock and agricultural industry. 

According to Dr. A. van Tienhoven, Los 
Angeles representative of Poverni, most 
animals are restless and nervous and don’t 
feel good in the presence of the rays, and 
hence tty to avoid the affected areas. 
When certain conditions are caused by 
earth rays and the rays are then eliminat- 
ed, the animal will regain its “normal re- 
pose and healthfulness.”

no financial interest in the moving gate, 
gave it a solid endorsement. He thought 
it was the best starting device he had 
ever seen, that it had performed in a 
highly satisfactory manner in its experi- 
mental stage, and that it would be widely 
used as soon as steel restrictions permit- 
ted the construction of other gates like it. 
Only about 10 per cent of the horses 
on the grounds had ever been schooled 
in the gate, Frend said, but good starts 
had been achieved regularly and with a 
minimum of difficulty. 

The gate was backed up almost to the 
end of the short six-furlong chute. Near 
the outside rail was the big tractor which 
furnishes the power; anchored to it was 
the superstructure of the 12-stall gate. Be- 
tween the tractor and the outside stall 
was enough room to add two more stalls. 
Next to the inner rail the gate has three 
big rubber-tired wheels, arranged in a 
line from front to back. The two outside 
wheels carry no power and are swiveled 
to follow the direction of motion. The 
center wheel is powered by a hydraulic 
motor. The oil which drives the pistons 
is carried across from the tractor through 
a number of pipes. 

When the gate is ready to go into ac- 
tion, the center wheel is lowered until it 
carries enough of the weight to assure 


traction. Then the driver sets his controls 
and the whole gate moves forward. The 
driver tries to approximate the normal 
walking speed of a horse—something like 
414 miles an hour—in the short approach 
to the point where the front gates are 
opened and the race begins. 


The driver is Bob Glace, a young man 
who, because he had experience as a 
welder and also with starting gates, was 
asked to help in the construction of the 
Mills device. and came with it from Cali- 
fornia. In addition to the driver, the 
starter has a crew of eight assistants. 
This is one more than Frend considers 
normal, but the starter explained he was 
being cautious because he was working 
with something new. He thought that 
when horses had become accustomed to 
the walking start he would need a crew 
of about five. 

The horses appeared for the first race. 
The motor of the tractor had been run- 
ning for some time and had settled down 
to a not very noticeable hum. The horses, 
a field of $2,000 platers, appeared to pay 
little attention to the noise as they came 
past the tractor to the rear of the gate. 
They were tucked into their stalls, be- 
tween V-shaped front screens and V- 
shaped tail-boards. 

The starter signaled the driver to begin 
moving forward. The horses, startled a 
little at being nudged from behind, laid 


their weight back against the tail-boards. 
But they walked; there was nothing else 
they could think of doing. Frend watched 
them silently from the starter’s stand, 
the gate-release trigger in his hand. 


When the gate had moved perhaps 
twenty-five feet, about to the point from 
which the standing starts had been made 
formerly, the gates were sprung open and 
the horses were off to what appeared a 
perfectly good start. (At the eighth-pole 
the patched-up 7-year-old Stage Kid was 
in the lead when he fell with a broken 
leg. He had to be destroyed. This inci- 
dent, however, had nothing to do with 
the gate.) 

As soon as the horses were on their 
way the motors were reversed and the 
gate backed up to its original position. 
I waited there for the next race. This 
time, when the tail-board moved up be- 
hind him, one of the horses was so startled 
that he sprang forward and forced. open 
the front screen. The gate stopped, he 
was quickly brought back to his place. 
This time, along with the others, he put 
his buttocks up against the tail-board and 
let himself be pushed. 

After the first three races, all at six 
furlongs, the next five were all started 
from the front stretch, where a problem 
of maneuvering was involved. The mov- 
ing gate does not slip through the rails

into the infield like the stationary gate. 
As soon as the horses are running, the 
inner side moves forward, in an arc 
around the tractor. When it has moved a 
few yards toward the center of the track, 
the tractor simply takes it in tow and 
heads for the outside rail, moving up 
the track in a clockwise direction—oppo- 
site the direction in which the horses are 
running. By the time the field swings into 
the homestretch the gate is parked against 
the outside fence, half a furlong or more 
above the starting point. 


APPRAISAL. All the starts I saw were 
good—I missed two of them—and on the 
average better than I would have expect- 
ed from a standstill beginning. Apparent- 
ly a horse which might be off balance, 
or just naturally inclined to dwell a little 
at the start, is more likely to move out 
with the others if he is already in motion. 

Between races I went around gathering 
opinions from trainers and others who 
had seen the gate in action through the 
meeting. The reactions, of course, were 
mixed. 

About half a dozen trainers with whom 
I talked were positively set against the 
moving gate. They didn’t want their 
horses hunched up against the tail-boards, 
couldn’t see any advantage in the lean- 
back start over the standing start. 
“What's the matter with the standing 
start, anyway; horses have been starting 
from a standstill for 45 million years, 
haven’t they?” They objected to the noise 
of the motor, to the possible danger of 
injury, to the fact that the new gate had 
done nothing to reduce the amount of 
handling and holding. The slightly longer 
time the horses spend in the stalls, aver- 
aging perhaps from twenty to thirty sec- 
onds, brought other objections. 

Several of the trainers claimed that 
many of the starts were bad—seven out 
of ten, according to one. They were fear- 
ful of running their better horses out of 
the gate, because. first. “they might get 
hurt.” second, if they became accustomed 
to waiting for a push they might tend 
to dwell when moved back to tracks with 
standing starts: 


Some were belligerent because Lou 
Smith was using their horses for experi- 
menting with his own gate; Smith might 
gain something from it, but they wouldn’t. 
“Tf I'd a known about this thing before 
I shipped in. I wouldn’t be here.” Some 
were concerned that a horse running wide 
into the stretch might collide with the 
parked gate. 

On the other hand, there were several 
trainers who were very much in favor of 
the walking start. They liked the gate 
without reservation. They thought the 
starts were better. even when the horses 
were not schooled, and would be_ better 
still when the runners had become more 


accustomed to the device. They were of 
the opinion that the forward motion tend- 
ed to relieve some of the terrific strain 
of breaking into a run. 

Bad actors. nervous horses, and slow 
starters, the trainers and the starting 
crew reported. were more likely to get 
away with the rest of the field than from 
a standstill. And because they were kept 
moving they had less chance of thresh- 
ing about within the narrow stall, hence 
less chance of injury to themselves and 
their riders. 

“This is the best thing that has hap- 
pened to racing in years,” one trainer de- 
clared. Others gave substantially the same 
opinion. One Kentucky breeder and owner 
reported that he had bet several hats that 
within a few years the moving gate would 
be used at most major race tracks. 

Unfortunately the afternoon was gone 
before I had a chance to talk with any 
of the jockeys. Presumably the opinion 
was divided there, as among the trainers. 

Several of the trainers, including one 
or two of those who disliked the gate, 
saw much greater possibilities in the mov- 
ing start if horses could be schooled in 
it from the time they were 2-year-olds. 
No other track has announced its inten- 
tion to use the gate, but it is being shipped 
back to California, where its inventor, 
Billy Mills, intends to use it for teaching 
2-year-olds the new way of starting. 


THE FUTURE. The principal difficulty 
just now is the restriction of steel, which 
prevents construction of other moving 
gates. So long as there is only one copy 
available, it will be impossible for the 
Mills gate to gain wide acceptance. To a 
considerable extent, horsemen will shy 
away from it because they will not care 
to confuse their horses by changing them 
to a moving start and back to a standing 
start. 

Lou Smith himself is thoroughly sold on 
the idea of the moving gate. He now has 
engineers at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology working out the plans for a 
device which he hopes will eliminate the 
necessity for a tractor. 

The general idea is to adapt the cur- 
rently used standing gates to a walk-up 
start through the installation of a small 
motor which would apply power to all 
four wheels. The motor could be placed 
overhead, and so, says Smith, could the 
starter, who would thus ride directly 
above the horses. 

This will have to remain in the draw- 
ing-board stage until construction ma- 
terial is available. But it presents  in- 
teresting possibilities. Presumably, with 
four wheels powered and_ subject to 
steering, the gate could be slotted into 
the infield after a start; this would elimi- 
nate the necessity of parking on the 
course possibly interfering with 
vision of spectators on the ground level. 
It would also reduce to a minimum the

packing of the track, and would permit 
the installation of more stalls. (The pres- 
ent maximum at Rockingham appears 
to be 14. Only 12 are actually built.) 

Bob Frend, the starter, believes the 
gate should be used with tail-boards, but 
without front barriers. He was anxious 
to experiment with it. leaving the front 
open. Some of the trainers, when I men- 
tioned this possibility, ventured the sug- 
gestion that they would prefer it the 
other way: the front closed, the tail- 
boards left open. In this way, they 
argued. the horses would learn to walk 
naturally with the gate, instead of put- 
ting their weight against it, and thus 
would be better prepared for the start. 

(The V-shaped front enclosure which 
the gate uses may bring a suit from the 
patent-holders for this device. Smith does 
not appear alarmed at the prospect.) 


RUNNING TIME. One peculiarity men- 
tioned by the starting crew, officials, 
newspaper men, and some of the train- 
ers was that the moving start appears to 
bring about a noticeable lessening of 
running time at the’ various distances. 
Platers have broken or equaled track 
records made years ago by much better 
horses. Race time, in general, has been 
faster during the fall meeting than at 
the summer meeting, when the stationary 
gate was in use, whereas ordinarily the 
track may be expected to be a trifle 
faster in the summer than in the fall. 
One newspaper man complained that the 
slight speeding-up apparently due to the

moving start had confused his handicap- 
ping figures tremendously. 


THE MAYBES. There is no question 
that the moving gate has great possibili- 
ties; it could bring about a revolutionary 
change in starting, and it might bring 
about some reduction in the incidence of 
unsoundness. Its future just now is be- 
clouded with ifs. 


If horsemen moving from Rockingham 
to other tracks give a report which is, in 
the main, favorable, the experiment is 
likely to have acceptance on a permanent 
basis. It is impossible for me to know, 
from conversation with perhaps a dozen 
trainers, the actual division of opinion. I 
suggested to Mr. Smith a secret ballot in 
which trainers and jockeys could indicate 
their approval by marking yes or no to 
various questions which would summarize 
the different criticisms, favorable and 
otherwise. 

If restrictions on material continue for 
a long time, during which only one mov- 
ing gate will be available, its use natural- 
ly will be restricted, and may cease alto- 
gether because horsemen will not wish 
their charges shifted back and forth be- 
tween the two methods of starting. 

If, at some time in the future, a genera- 
tion of horses can be trained from the be- 
ginning in the moving gate, and raced 
from it wherever they go, it is conceivable 
that the incidence of “bad actors” would 
be reduced and starts would be more uni- 
formly even. 

Whatever the future holds, the experi- 
ment at Rockingham Park is one of the 
most interesting developments of recent 
years. With a reasonable break in luck 
it may become one of the most important.
